The past season seems to have been a very trying one 
on seed growers, and this is especially true of those who 
grow seed beans. ‘There are a number of states where 
seed bean growing is done in a commercial way, and in 
every one of these sections, from New York to California, 
there have been adverse conditions. This has resulted in 
some very serious shortages, with some of the very popular 
varieties. Full measure has been hard hit. From our larg- 
est grower of this sort we received only a 10% delivery, 
which means 900 pounds in place of 9000. Bountiful is 
almost as bad, in proportion to demand. Fordhook Bush 
Limas are again short. With all popular varieties there 
was practically none carried over from 1927 crop. We re- 
gret this will cause short deliveries on orders placed early, 
and none to sell, long before the season is over. Sweet 
Corn and Peas are fair crops. Cucumber and Muskmelon 
crops were badly damaged by hail storms. ‘The crops 
of Cucumber seed are reported shortest in years. Egg 
Plant and Pepper seed crops are short on account of ex- 
cessive rains. Spinach and Tomato seed crops are short, 
but there will be sufficient for normal demands. Early 
ordering this season is advisable. This is true every 
year, as there are some stocks that are sure to run out, 
and we cannot replace them until another crop is grown 
Some of the newer and most promising varieties offered 
this season are, Fordhook Giant Swiss Chard, Early Mar- 
ket and Golden Sunshine Sweet Corns, Lake Champlain 
Melon, Dwarf Long Pod Okra, Acquisition and Laxton’s 
Progress Peas, California Wonder Pepper, Livingston’s 
Selwel Radish, Livingston’s Ohio Red and Livingston’s 
Yellow Oxheart Tomatoes. Look the above varieties up 
in our Seed Annual for descriptions, and in this catalogue 
for prices.
